Special Legistation To Meet Situation 

Caused By Hostlie Republicans 
_ Dublin. — President Cosgrave has 
fntroduced special legislation in the 
Dail to meet the situation ereated by 
the assassination of Vice-President 
Kevin O'Higgins, and the general 
hostility of tlie Republicans to the 
Irish Free State. 

Oné bill makes provision for the 
maintenance and preservation of the 
State, while another requires that 
candidates fot the Dall or Senate, 
before nomination,: must swear to a 
declaration of intention to take thelr 
seats and the oath. 

This latter bill strikes particularly 
at the. policy of, Eamonn. de. Valera, 
who with the other elocted members 
of his party, the Fianna Fail, declined 
to take the oath to the King after 
the last general election” and. have 
been excluded from.the Dail.
